work of this Association. 

Years ago, realizing the necessity for caring 
for those of its members who, after years of 
service often rendered under hard and trying 
conditions and with small compensation, had 
worn themselves out in teaching, the Associa- 
tion fostered and secured from the State the 
present pension law. This law many of us be- 
lieve now needs revision. A committee au- 
thorized last year by this body to draft a new 
pension law, will on tomorrow at the business 
session make its report. It is not my purpose 
here to discuss the features of a modern pension 
law, but it may not be out of place at this time 
to point out two obvious defects of the present 
law. Our normal schools were established by 
the State for one purpose—to supply trained 
teachers for our public schools. They are there- 
fore essential to the life of a progressivé school 
system. The teachers in our normal schools are 
a vital part of our educational system, and are 
just as essential to the proper functioning of the 
system as are those who are actually teaching 
in our public schools. They spend their lives in 
public educational service as surely as those who 
It is only just and right that 





teach our children. 


our normal school teachers share in the provi-* 


sions of a proper pension law., They are not 
now included, and it is my recommendation that 
they be included. No one will deny the right of 
the division superintendent to share in the provi- 
sions of a proper school pension law, for hé-is 
essential to the school system. A proper pension 
law should make provision for him also. 

This year this Association completed another 
tvpe of service for the teachers, begun a few 
years ago, which is perhaps the greatest thing 
which it has ever accomplished, for itis an 
achievement in idealism. From the free-will 
offering of the teachers of the State amounting 
to over $10,000, and from a special State ap- 
propriation of $10,000, there has been erected at 
Catawba a Teachers’ Pavilion to care for those 
of our number who are suffering from tubercu- 
losis.

For several years the Association has felt the 
need of a more permanent organization to the 
end that it might serve in a more efficient manner 
the interests of public education in the State 
Our present organization was felt to be too 
loosely constructed, and as a result we did not 
get the interest of all the teachers in the State 
No plan was in operation whereby all the local 
associations could be organized into a more 
workable unit for the promotion of the teaching 
profession. At the meeting last year, this As- 
sociation authorized the employment of a full- 
time executive secretary who should also become 
the editor of the VIRGINIA JOURNAL OF 
EDUCATION, now the official organ of the As- 
sociation. The selection of the executive secre- 
tary was left to the Executive Committee, sub- 
ject to.the approval of your Board of Directors. 


This committee, after careful consideration and 


deliberation, was fortunate to secure the services 
of Dr. William T. Sanger, Dean of Bridgewater 
College, and for several years Dean of the Har- 
risonburg State Normal School. The duties of 
the executive secretary are multifarious. He is 
called upon not only to edit the VIRGINIA 


_JOURNAL OF EDUCATION and to determine 


its educational policy, but also to foster the in- 
terests of the State Teachers Association through 
the public. press, through public meetings, and 
through gatherings of district and county teach- 
ers associations, as well as through the regular 


‘educational conference; and to endeavor to or- 


ganize inveach local school division of the State 
local teachers associations affiliated with this 
Association, and stimulate and encourage the 
growth and development of such local associa 
tions.

Since the chiefest concern of Virginia is the educati:1 
of its children, every possible effort should be made 
educate our people in our present educational achic 
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ats and immediate and future needs. This Associa- 
n, which has rendered such a fine type of service for 
‘ation in Virginia, should under the new adminis- 
tion be able, through proper organization and effort, 
secure greater educational opportunities for the 
ildren of the State. Every effort should be made to 
dignify and make permanent the office of executive 
secretary to the end that the work of the Association 
may continue to be a vital thing in the educational 
life of the State. I wish to bespeak for our new 
executive secretary that type of co-operation that has 
always characterized the teachers of the State for the 
oficers of the Association. THE VIRGINIA JOUR- 
NAL OF EDUCATION, the organ of communication 
with the members of the Association, is now edited by 
our executive secretary. It is the earnest hope of us 
all that the JOURNAL under its new management may 
continue to minister to the needs of the teachers, foster 
professional spirit, and advance the teaching profession 
of the State. With activities of the Association now in 
the hands of a competent man devoting his entire 
energy to the welfare of this Association, we should 
look forward with hope and assurance to a new era 
in our life. 

Last year the State Teachers Association formally 
affiliated with the National Education Association, 
which, on account of a recent reorganization, is now 
controlled by State and ‘local ynits. The voice of this 
Association has already been felt in the reorganized 
national Association. One of the vice-presidents of this 
body is the former president of this Association, Dr. 
J. A. C. Chandler of William and Mary; and the 
treasurer of the N. E. A. is Miss Cornelia S. Adair of 
the Richmond school system. We now realize that if 
we are to secure in this country proper recognition for 
public education, there must be, close articulation be- 
tween local and State educational organizations, and 
that these organizations must become integral parts of 
the national Association. Every teacher in the public 
schools of Virginia should’ belong: first, to a local 
association; second, to the State association; and third, 
to the national association. A plan has been proposed 
for a budget system for paying local, State and national 
nembership dues in educational organizations, and I 
hope that this Association will adopt the budget system, 

that we may secure as large a representation as pos- 
ible in the administrative council of the N. E. A. 

f the budget system be adopted, each local association 
f the State will fix for its members a fee that will care 
‘or the dues of the local, State and national organiza- 
10ns. = 

The meeting of this Association just prior to the 

nvening of the General Assembly of Virginia is al- 
ways significant. There should come out of this con- 
ference a program for a campaign to educate all of our 

ople to appreciate properly the value of good schools. 

‘nless we stage a program of education for education, 

will not be able to secure sufficient funds that will 
enable us to provide in every section of this Common- 
vealth efficient public schools. There are several prob- 
ems in our educational life in Virginia that need solu- 


tion. Most of them, however, depend upon securing 
larger revenues for our schools. We all recognize the 
fact that it is essential to place rural education on a 
parity with urban education. To do this, however, our 
rural schools must be in operation nine months; a great 
majority of our one and two-teacher schools must give 
way to modern consolidated schools; professionally 
trained teachers must take charge of these consolidated 
rural schools; provision must be made for adequate 
supervision; and the district unit of control must give 
way to the county unit. It is manifestly impossible to 
stage such a program for rural education without con- 
siderable increase in our school revenues. People gen- 
erally do the right thing when they are acquainted with 
the facts, and I know of no better way to secure proper 
support for the schools than to acquaint our people 
with our present school situation and our immediate 
and urgent needs. I am hoping, therefore, that this 
Association will authorize the appointment of a com- 
mittee from this body to co-operate with the State 
Board of Education, the Co-Operative Education As- 
sociation, the Southern Woman’s Educational Alliance, 
the Parent-Teachers’ Association, women’s clubs, cham- 
bers of commerce, the Council of Rural Agencies, 
Rotarians, Kiwanians, schools, colleges, the press, the 
pulpit, and all other agencies concerned with social pro- 
gress in the State, for the purpose of educating our 
people in our present educational situation and-in our 
immediate and: future educational needs. Such a com- 
mittee, in touch with the vital and progressive forces 
of the State, would be able to create a powerful senti- 
ment for better schools that would express itself, not 
only in larger revenues from the State, but in increased 
levies and appropriations from the local units. 

‘Years ago this Association went on record as favor- 
ing the county unit of school administration. it 1s not 
necessary to point out the advantages of the county 
over the district unit ofscontrol. The equalization of 
educational opportunity and the improvement of rural 
education in large measure depend upon the change 
from district to county control. Your legislative com- 
mittee will prepare a measure providing for the county 
unit. I trust that this measure will not only be ap- 
proved by this body, but that every effort will be made 
to have it enacted into law early in the session of the 
next Assembly. 

No State school system can come into red-blooded 
existence until proper provision be made for the enact- 
ment and enforcement of a sane and suitable compul- 
sory law. Up to this time we have not been able to 
have compulsory education in Virginia in any real sense 
due to a provision in our constitution. The way is 
now open for the next Assembly to pass a proper school 
attendance law. There is a growing sentiment in Vir- 
ginia that every child of school age should be com- 
pelled to attend school, and this Association has long 
been committed to compulsory education. Your legis- 
lative committee will submit to you a compulsory edu- 
cation measure that, in its judgment, is best suited to 
the present situation. We should endeavor to secure at

(f) Principals, teachers, division superintendents, 
and truant officers are required to co-operate 
by means of reports to each other in secur- 
ing lists of all children not properly excused 
who are not in school. 

(g) Teachers in private, denominational, or paro- 
chial schools are required to hold certificates 
or permits to teach and to make reports just 
as those in the public schools. 

(h) The State Superintendent shall formulate 
rules and regulations and furnish all neces- 
sary blanks. 

(i) Districts have two years in which to make 
full provision for the accommodation of all 
children under this act, which time may be 
extended under certain conditions. 


II. That the General Assembly be asked to appro- 
priate $500,000 additional for the public schools 
or in lieu thereof increase the State tax to twenty 
cents, or provide for this sum from other sources 
of taxation.

4. Mr. J. H. Binford, chairman of the pension com- 
mittee, made the following report which after con- 
siderable discussion was adopted:

We have made a careful study of our present Vir- 
ginia teachers retirement law and similar laws passed 
in the past decade in progressive states with a view 
of recommending needed changes in our Virginia law.

It is the opinion of the committee, 
however, that with the additional number of teachers 
to be placed on the retired list along with proportional 
increases i! yearly allowances paid them, there will 
soon be brought about a condition where the expendi- 
tures will equal and exceed the receipts. This is not 
likely to happen, however, within the next five years. 


The committee considers the most serious defect of 


the present law the fact that it is a mere conjecture 


and guess as to how the law will eventually work out. 


Some teachers hope that the fund will always be able 


to meet its ligations, others fear that it will not. 
The recent laws have been worked out by actuaries 
who have figured necessary assessment against the 


teacher and against the State to provide the necessary 


funds to meet all future demands.

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MINUTES COMMERCIAL EDUCATION 
SECTION 


he first meeting of the Commercial Education Sec- 
convened Wednesday afternoon, November 23, 1921, 
-oom 230, John Marshall High School. President 
Chandler, Jr., of the State Normal School at 
lericksburg, which is the only normal school in the 
State offering a business course, presided at the meeting. 
re were approximately fifty persons in attendance. 
\fter opening the meeting with a statement of the 
n for which it had been called—to organize the 
mmercial teachers of Virginia—Dr. Chandler intro- 

of d the first speaker upon the program, Mr. W. C. 
the ker, author of the Locker System of Penmanship 
Director of Writing in the Richmond Public 


oois 


in his talk Mr. Locker touched upon the importance 
f good penmanship in the business world. He brought 
the fact that it was just as important for the 
tcnographer to be able to demonstrate good handwrit- 
ing as it was for the bookkeeper. In addition to her 
Sc- hility to write a clear, legible hand at a minimum rate 
al f speed Mr. Locker also considered it necessary that 
stenographer be able to apply the principles of pen- 
manship, so far as position of body and hand went, to 
rd the taking of dictation. As a result of this application 
she would have better notes and be able to secure them 

ith less fatigue. 
of Miss Florence Laughton, head of the English Depart- 
F, ment of the John Marshall High School, was the next 
peaker, upon the subject, Business English. Her paper 
as delightfully written and exceedingly interesting. 
first mentioned that the standards of business 
English as taught in the high school should not be 
lower than the standards of first, second and third- 
ear English. She also brought out the fact that the 
tandards of modern business letters should be raised 
to the standards of modern advertising and suggested 
Saturday Evening Post as an excellent advertising 
text-book and basis for comparison. In the open dis- 
ussion which followed her talk, Postage, System, and 
Printers’ Ink were suggested as supplements to busi- 


ness English text-books. 
The third speaker was Miss Ethel A. Belden, head 
f the Commercial Teacher-Training Department of the 
redericksburg State Normal School, who spoke on 
'felps and Hints in Teaching Shorthand. Miss Belden 
ferred to the psychology and the business office as the 
» sources of help and inspiration for the shorthand 
icher. From the study of psychology she can analyze 
learning processes of her students and thus evolve 
methods of presentation, and from the business office 
he can obtain her standards of achievement. Concrete 
illustrations of methods of presentation based upon 


vchological principles were given. The value of pro- 


r writing movement and practice upon the trans- 
ript was emphasized and suggestions were given for 
helping students over the “plateaus” or sticking points 

learning shorthand. 
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The real treat of the afternoon came, however, when 
President Chandler introduced Mr. Earl A. Barnhart, 
Chief of the Federal Board for Vocational Education in 
Washington. Mr. Barnhart gave a most vivid and in- 
teresting talk, his subject being Concrete Suggestions 
for Improving Commercial Teaching. He first pointed 
out that no student who is not good in English can be 
successful in the study and practice of shorthand. He 
suggested that students be given tests in English before 
they are admitted to shorthand classes. And as such 
tests he would have them punctuate, capitalize, and para- 
graph reading matter which had been given them in 
absolutely uniform conditions; also, he would have the 
applicants be able to write out in correct form any mat- 
ter which might be read to them. These two tests, Mr. 
Barnhart said, were to be found over and over again 
in the daily work of every stenographer. No stenog- 
rapher, he said, can afford to make more than ten 
errors in a letter of four hundred words. 

Mr. Barnhart also emphasized the fact that short- 
hand can be used as it is learned. Greater interest can 
be secured in beginning classes if sentences are written 
in the first lesson, and if the pupil is permitted to keep 
on writing sentences instead of merely memorizing 
words. Speed work should be started sooner in short- 
hand classes. An adjustment of English classes should 
be secured to meet the demand of the stenographer, 
such as the reading of letters in class and the require- 
ment that perfect transcripts be brought in the next 
day. This is for the English teacher to do. There 
should be a short transcribing period every day. 

In the teaching of bookkeeping Mr. Barnhart ob- 
jected to the time which is given to routine work of 
little or no value to the student, such as the study of 
business forms for which he never has a use. As an 
illustration he cited the old three-party draft to which 
many texts still cling. 

In business arithmetic and rapid calculation he would 
give only the most practical of problems which are used 
every day in business. Here he called attention to the 
time spent working on fractions which are never used 
such as seven-ninths, nine-clevenths and so on. Few 
business firms today use other fractions than halves, 
quarters and eighths. 

At the close of his talk Mr. Barnhart distributed an 
interesting outline on An Introduction to Business Pro 
cedure which the Vocational Board had made up 
Copies may be secured by writing to the Federal Board 
for Vocational Education at Washington for Misc.

The Mathematics Section of the State Teachers As- 
sociation was called to order at 3 P. M., November 
23, 1921, by the President Dr. T. McN.

Recent Progress in Virginia High Schools—Henry ‘ 
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The recent quickening of community interest in 
school education has resulted in the establish- 
of too many high schools, many:‘of which are 
schools only in name, not having adequate equip- 

ment, nor skilled teachers, nor trained principals. These 
litions may be improved by consolidation. 
ine of the material evidences of progress is the 
jual increase in salaries. The greatest progress 
d is not mensurable by tangible means. It con- 
ts of a more intelligent co-operation on the part 
patrons, more human devotion in teachers and 
incipals, more professionally trained principals, and 
ruer appreciation by principals of their position as 
ucational leaders. 
Physical Education—A. E. Tanner: Physical education 
not taken with sufficient seriousness, especially in 
ll high schools. It should be a fundamental course, 
uiring daily practice during at least one forty-minute 
riod. Two of the most valuable exercises are calis- 
enics and close-order drill; the former for correction 
posture, the latter for discipline. This training 
should be given to girls and boys separately. 
[he Need of Professional Principals in Virginia— 
. M. Aleyxander: The idea implied in this subject is 
true. Among the reasons for the low professional stan- 
dard of the principals of Virginia are: lack of train- 
ing, lack of permanency of position due to being 
denied opportunity for initiative, lack of interest on 
the part of patrons, and low salaries. These condi- 
tions can be improved only by the principals them- 
selves. The untrained may become trained by means 
i the extension work offered by the University of Vir- 
inia and by the College of William and Mary, by 
tending the summer quarters of colleges and univer- 
sities, and by pursuing definitely organized private 
reading courses. Important duties of the high-school 


principal are supervision, school management, recruit- 


ing of the teaching force, and articulation with lower 
and higher institutions. Of these, constructive super- 
vision is the main duty. The principal should have a 
real vision of the objectives of education, and he 
should see that this vision is shared by the teachers 
with whom he is associated. 

Probable Development of the American High School 
luring the Next Ten Years—Dr. David Snedden: The 
rowth of the American high school is one of the 
rodigious things in history. Today the character of 
he high school building found in any community is the 
ndex of the interest of that community in education, 
nd the high school pupils, especially the high school 
raduates, are the peaks of the community. The justi- 

ation of the high school is being worked out. The 

ntrol of the colleges is relaxing because of the as- 
rtion of control by the high school faculties. There 

a growing tendency to admit to college by psycho- 
vical tests. The best fifty per cent of the girls and 


hovs of a community enter high school; the best four- 


en per cent graduate. 
The incorporation of vocational education in the high 
chool curriculum is wrong, because class-room voca- 


tional training is inadequate, and because the first busi- 
ness of the high school is a strong liberal education. 
A liberal education means intellectual and aesthetic 
culture and good citizenship. Latin and Greek should 
be kept for the few; different methods of teaching 
history must be used; current literature must receive 
more attention in connection with the teaching of Eng- 
lish; instruction in economics must be based on the 
movements of the day; education in appreciation must 
receive more attention. 

High school vocational education must be efficient 
before it is democratic. Snobbish distinctions in voca- 
tion will disappear with trained workers. The high 
schools must:teach the spirit of adaptability to work, 
and they must expand their curricula to give each 
what he most needs. 

Increased Responsibility of the High School Prin- 
cipal—W. L. Prince: The changed home life of today 
has transferred the work of parents to the school. 
The school must assume the task of developing girls 
and boys into good citizens with a sense of moral 
fitness and a true social spirit. The school must lead 
young people to feel an interest in community needs 
and conditions, must teach them high ideals of personal 
conduct and service, must train each in the ability to 
carry his own load and to share that of others, and 
must develop in each a higher appreciation of culture 
for use in idle hours. In all these matters, the obliga- 
tion of the school is far greater because of the changed 
conditions of modern home life. 

The principal should encourage college attendance, 
and, as far as possible, fit students for the especial col- 
leges they may wish to enter.

It is evident that the 
present State appropriation is not meeting one- 
half of the expenditure for teachers’ salaries for 
the current session, and to meet this item for the 
first and second year of the next biennium it 
will require a State fund of approximately six 
million dollars. We are not at all unmindful of 
the general economic condition over Virginia at 
this time, but it is of the highest importance that 
reasonable provision be made by which the State 
through State taxes and appropriations can 
carry what would appear to be its just propor- 
tion of the burden of financing the school sys- 
tem. With a reasonable increase in said revenues 
for the new biennium we may ask local boards 
of supervisors to do what in the present economic 
circumstances seems to be the best possible thing, 
and by a combination of the State and local 
revenues provide a fair basis of financial opera- 
tion. 

Amendments to two or three other school laws 
may have to be requested in addition to the 
legislation above outlined, but in each case the 
reason for the amendment will be so clear as to 
leave little room to doubt the wisdom of the 
change.

SYMPATHY FOR ELIZABETH COLLEGE 


Sympathy goes out from the educational 
orces of the State to the students, faculty, 
alumnae, and trustees of Elizabeth College, Sa- 
len, Virginia, in the total loss of the college 
building and its contents on the early morning 
of December 22, 1921. The loss has been esti- 
mated at from $150,000 to $175,000 with insur- 
ance of $45,000. The building erected ten years 
avo of gray stone was without occupants at 
the time of the fire which was perhaps caused 
by vagrants. Arrangements have been made to 

ntinue the college work with as little inter- 
ruption as possible. 

Buildings may be destroyed but the spirit of 

educational institution is incarnated in its 
students, graduates, and friends; this spirit is 
indestructible and in the case of Elizabeth Col- 
leve, as has been with others, when restoration 
is complete no doubt a greater college will fol- 
lov. In expressing sympathy the JOURNAL 
bespeaks for the now striken institution a future 
of magnified influence and usefulness. 


PROMPT PAY OF TEACHERS 


The prompt pay of teachers has become a 
slogan in Virginia. In 1920 a resolution passed 
by the State Teachers Association on this im- 
portant subject was referred to the State Board 
of Education which in turn passed a favorable 
resolution and referred the matter to the school 
officials of the State. Multiplied reports indi- 
cate that little relief has thus far resulted. Ac- 
cordingly the board of directors of the V. S. 
T. A. at the 1921 meeting commissioned two of 
its members to stress this matter before the 
Superintendents and Trustees in session at the 
same time. Furthermore the directors au- 
thorized the committees on resolutions and leg- 
islation to take up the prompt pay of teachers 
as a leading issue for the present year. 

Centralization of school authority through the 
county unit of administration will when legalized 
in Virginia make for the prompt pay of teach- 
ers. Teachers as individuals and through their 
local organizations should work unceasingly for 
this measure when it comes before the Legisla- 
ture at its present session. Again, if every 
teacher in each school district of the Common- 
wealth will mail his school report on the FIRST 
DAY of each month, that will hasten payment. 
Besides, teachers’ organizations can at times 
tactfully urge the prompt payment of teachers 
with superintendents and clerks of school 
boards where they are known to be slow; but 
unless teachers furnish monthly reports with 
promptness little relief can be expected at this 
source. 

Where school boards lack funds for the pay- 
ment of teachers, especially in the fall, they 
could be required by law to borrow for this 
purpose and relieve the situation. Perhaps more 
hopeful than this however is the proposal to 
change the statute to permit the division of 
State funds for the payment of teachers on Oc- 
tober 1 instead 
now stands. 


of November 1, as the law 
It might be possible in time to 
have the date for the collection of taxes 
throughout the State changed from December 
1 to November 1 which would involve mov- 
ing up the assessment date from February 1 
to January 1. 

For teachers not to be paid until late in the 
month or in instances for several months makes 
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seriously against educational morale; it is even 
bound to react on pupils disastrously. While 
the State Association is making the haste it can 
on teacher-payment, let everything be done lo- 
cally within reason. <A better day will arrive 
but not too soon. 


NOTE ON SALARIES 

A Harvard professor once remarked in seri- 
ousness that if his university had not seen fit 
to pay him for teaching he would have felt 
obliged to pay the university for the privilege 
of teaching. Many enter into teaching with just 
the spirit of this devoted professor; few can af- 
ford to finance such a career, however. Money 
cannot rear a generation of worthy teachers. 
Other factors play a part too, but compensa- 
tion is implied—compensation enough to insure 
self respect, leisure for professional growth, a 
living for twelve months yearly, and a margin 
against the day of emergency and old age both 
inevitable. 

Public school teachers are paid all the money 
there is—for the purpose, and there isn’t more 
because age-long custom or social habit is in 
the way. The masses accept what has been and 
plod along. When the perfect work of social 
enlightenment is complete the vital place of 
education in a democracy will mean something 
—be a conscious social conviction. That day 
will come with education in the schools of to- 
day. Certainly the place of education in our 
age should be taught directly and indirectly 
from the first grade to the last year of the 
graduate school. To omit it from classes in 
history, civics, and English is as remiss as 
slighting the multiplication table. If it be true 
that any end can be reached through the school- 
master, as we say in these days, then let the 
teaching profession have the unqualified blame 
if the next generation of citizens are indifferent 
habitually to schools and support of schools in 
all needed ways. 

Meanwhile we have to make use of the best 
means available for reaching the matured gen- 
eration on public school support—through pub- 
licity campaigns, through local, State, and na- 
tional teachers organizations, personal work, 
effort with the legislature, and by no means 
least through proper service in the classroom. 


EDUCATION 


Almost any citizen one chances to meet wil! 
agree that teachers as a class are underpaid 
and that better compensation is essential to at. 
tract and hold the type of trained teachers the 
present demands. 

The Richmond TIMES- DISPATCH op 
November 22nd, during Conference week las 
Thanksgiving, discussed editorially school pro- 
gress in Virginia and closed by saying that of 
course there are some defects in our system, 
concluding with this paragraph: 


Perhaps the one great defect today is the small sal- 
aries paid to the teachers in the public schools. In all 
too many cases the pay is barely enough to enable one 
to keep body and soul together—certainly not enough 
to attract new teaching material or to retain what we 
have when other States come into Virginia in search 
of educators for their children. But Virginia realizes 
that it is not paying its teachers in proportion to their 
efforts. It has given them some relief, but much more 
is needed. We are certain that the General Assembly, 
soon to convene, realizes the sore need of better sal- 
aries for teachers, that it will not be satisfied until this 
reproach is removed and Virginia can hold up its head 
with other States because it wants the best there is 
for its children and is willing to pay what it costs. 


This is well spoken.

In order to guarantee to every child a professionally 
trained teacher, proper provision must be made for those 
institutions charged with the training of teachers. We 
must look upon our teacher-training institutions as vital 
parts of our school system and endeavor in every way 
possible not only to encourage attendance in such in- 
stitutions, but to create public opinion for a more gener- 
ous support. There should be no conflict between our 
teacher-training institutions and our public school 
system. They belong together, and any divorcement 
must spell inefficiency and regression. 

One of the hopeful tendencies of modern educataion 
is the recognition of the fact that our teachers have a 
right to a voice in the administration of school affairs. 
We need a new elementary course of study. The present 
course of study is inadequate; it needs more than a 
revision. I favor the appointment by your Board of 
Directors of a committee, representing the various pro- 
fessional groups concerned with elementary education 
in the State, to prepare a new elementary course of 
study properly adapted to education in rural and urban 
centers, the said committee to make its report to this 
body at its next meeting. I believe that if this Associa- 
tion recommends to the State Board of Education a 
proper elementary school course of study, it will in all 
probability be approved. We need, of course, a revi- 
sion of our high school course of study, but I believe 
that it would be best for us to consider the elementary 
course before undertaking a new high school course. 

The second volume of the report of the Virginia 
Education Commission recenty published tells a plain 
story: the inadequacy of the one-teacher and two- 
teacher schools. Our health and sanitation laws must 
be more rigidly enforced; a school nurse should be in 
every school division; there should be an increase of 
supervision, particularly in our rural schools. 

The scientific movement of education has come to 
stay. Standard educational tests are being used to 
measure the progress of children and the efficiency of 
instruction. The placement of children in special c'asses 
for instructional purposes according to ability is not 
only becoming a scientific thing, but a practical thing 
as well. Educational research is necessary to educa- 
tional progress. We should have in the State Depart- 
ment of Education a Bureau of Educational Investiga- 
tion. Every effort should be made to capitalize the 
splendid work of the Education Commission, and it 
seems to me that the time has come when we should be- 
come seriously interested, as many of us already are, 
in the scientific study of education. 

The State is becoming keenly interested in public 
education, for on every hand we see evidence of a 
quickened conscience with reference to our duty to 
childhood and youth. If the war revealed to us defects 
in our schools, it also clearly demonstrated the vital 
significance of education in a democracy. For the first 
time, perhaps, we are resolving not only that our chil- 


dren shall have better teachers, better schools, and 


longer school terms, but that the type of training that 
they receive shall contribute in a positive way to citizen- 
ship and to efficient and intelligent participation in the 
gainful occupations of life.

He commended 
Superintendent M. L. Combs for the summer schools 
over the county, and said that the records showed the 
wonderful progress of Buchanan county in education. 
He mentioned some of the great obstacles which the 
superintendent has to overcome, the greatest one being 
the geographical condition. The black cloud of illiteracy 
which has always hung over Buchanan county is being 
lifted, a higher standard taking its place; and the em- 
ployment of higher grade teachers with better salaries 
is making this standard possible. 

The funds for the Household Economics Depart- 
ment which has been installed in the Grundy High 
School were increased by the sale of candy and ice 
cream during the institute.

Commission as follows: 
\Vhereas (1) The Virginia School for the Deaf and 
Blind is crowded beyond the limit of safety in the 
rmitories and rest rooms, and the class rooms, dining 
m and playgrounds are full to capacity; and 
(2) There are at least as many children of school 
of both the deaf and the blind in Virginia outside 
f school as the school now has on its rolls; and 
(3) To provide for them, additional facilities should 
at once provided; and 
(4) For three reasons there is entire unanimity of 
opinion on the part of every agency which has studied 
re the question, that the only possible solution is separa-

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a. There is not enough suitable space on the present 
site for additional buildings as would be needed.

A Stupy OF THE BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION OF COL- 
LEGES BASED ON AN EXAMINATION OF THE PRACTICES 
oF LANp-GRANT COLLEGES IN THE MAKING AND USING 
oF BupcEts, by Julian A. Burruss, Ph. D. Private 
Edition, distributed by the University of Chicago 
Libraries, Chicago, Ill. 1921. 58 pages. 


During the past summer President Julian A. Bur- 
russ of the Virginia Polytechnic Institute was granted 
the degree of doctor of philosophy, magna cum laude, 
by the University of Chicago. His complete disserta- 
tion on college business administration was deemed too 
lengthy and contained too many tables and forms for 
ready publication as a dissertation and permission was 
granted for publication in abbreviated form. “This brief 
copy contains an account of the sources of the data and 
the method pursued in the investigation, the introduc- 
tory sections of the various chapters, and the conclu- 
sions and recommendations in full.” The data used 
were collected by personal visitation to the land-grant 
colleges east of the Rocky Mountains. A set of 238 


questions were used on these visits to make the survey 
uniform and accurate. In the complete dissertation the 
data gathered are presented in eighteen tables and fifty 
forms. In all, there are thirteen chapters, covering in 
elaborate detail budget making and budget using. The 
conclusions closing each chapter are full and explicit, 
This investigation will be most instructive to those 
who engage in college administration or the teaching 
of administration; those engaged in other types of 
administrative work will also likely find it offering 
constructive suggestions. 


THE SELECTION OF TExTBOOKS, by C. R. Maxwell. 
Houghton Mifflin Company, Boston, Mass. 1921. 139 
pages. ($1.35). 


This is the first book to emphasize the problems of 
the selection of textbooks. It discusses briefly the place 
of the textbook in our various school systems and the 
ordinary method of selection. It then shows in detail 
the principles that are basic in the selection of texts, 
giving special outlines, with score cards, for evaluating 
texts in the fundamental subjects. Since the selection 
of texts is next in importance to providing profes- 
sionalized teachers, any offered assistance of a scien- 
tific character in evaluating texts should be welcomed 
with enthusiasm. The public in general knows little 
of these matters which suggests that the profession 
must be doubly well informed.
